A lifa-aized bronze statute of the late 
John BrowjT is about to be placed in the 
hall at Balmoral. The monument erected 
by the-Queen at'the head of BrowU's grave 
at Crathie churchyard ia now completed. 
It is a large and ornate headatoilo, and is 
one of four placed inside an iron railing 
(erected by Her Majeafy's orders), which 
enclosoB the graves of Brown and his re7 
latives. Thoy Ho about the centre ot the 
churchyard. The inscription (written liy 
the Queen herself) state.s that the etono is 
erected "in afl'ectionato and grateful I'o- 
nieinbrance," and describes Brown as "the 
ddvotcd and faithful pereonal attendant 
and beloved friend of Queen Victoria." 
At the foot is tho loyend: 

Tliat friend on who^c fidelity you count. 
That (riund given you by cireiiniatances 
Over which you have no control, was 
Qod's own gift. 

Followed by a passage from the New Tes- 
tament : 

Well done, niy yood and faithfnl servant; 
Thou hast occ'n faithful over a few things; 
, I will make thee ruler over many thinKa; 
£liter'thoU into the joy of thy Lord. 

ThB'othor monuments, which are of plain- 
et pattern, are to the jaiomory of the 
father .iiid mother of John J3rown, of 
several of his brothers and sisters, and to 
his grandfather and grandmother. . There 
are several wreaths on Brown's grave, and 
during the Queen'* lust stay at Balmoial 
fm|»,flpw^erg jvere.fplaoedii upon it every 
iriorning, ...

'^' cpast, though it is indented by numerous 
l[mys*aiii3 itilets, on tho shores of which 
are sites fdr'inany a snug town. This is 
not the way things are done on the other 
side of tho line. On Pugot Sound num- 
bers of thriving towns spring into e.\i»t- 
ence, otie after another, but few at- 
tempts have been made to build up Vuii- 
Qpuver Island. This reproach must be 
^embv.ed.f ,',We;, niust work with a will far 
the d^veio\)inent of the island. It is true 
that' the confidence now felt all through 
British ColuiuBia is baood a.\pon tho near 
completion of the Canadian Pacific; and ' 

'■ we do not Wish to underrato the beneficial 
effect it will have upon island as well as 
mainland; 'but we claim that if thu re- 
sources in and about the , island were de- 
velbpeS on P future would be secure, oven 
independent of tho railway. The cast 
coast is doing well. The magnificent coal 
mines have assured the prosperity of that 
aide of tho island. And now every oflbrt 
should bo made to settle the west aide, 
which offers occupation for thousands. 
There, as on tho cast coast, tliore is known 
to be coal. Fine farming land is to bu 
found at intervals all along the co.iat. 
There should bo a thriving lumber trade 
with that vide of the island, and the 
fisheries . Should" stimulate settlement. 
Another industry capable of expan- 
sion is seal fishing. Fine fur-sea'a 
are caught oil' the coast during the 
season. All these resources should attract 
settlers to that part, and it is the govern- 
ment's duty to aid sottleniout by every 
^legitimate means. It has already been 
suggested to tput 'asteaiaer on that route 
to encourage travel in that direction. The 
■ same eiperiment built up tho east coast, 
and it is certainly worth trying again. 
A steamer should bo put on iminedialoly, 
to: run for two or three months, and the 
end of the fall might tind u number uf 
..new families along the coast. There is 
already quite a little scttleuient at Al- 
berni; goo'l farming land is plenti- 
'ful in that section. Give it a regular 
steamer. There is nothing like ample 
communication by land and water to do- 
velop'a ooontry . The Ishmd railway will 
.greatly aid; but till it is built coaHt 
steamers must bu provided. When this 
island is settled up we will have within 
ourselves all the reciuisiies for a prosper- 
ous and wealthy community. Victoria 
must bocoHio the most important city in 
the northwest. No town in the province 
can ever Aj^rsede it, for it has already 
won foHi^l^ ^ position in commerce that 
it can never lose. Its importance will in- 
crea.se. it will always be practically llie 
terminus of the Canadian Pacilic. It ia 
ridiculous to suppose that the stream of 
tralEo will atop short at Port Moody, or 
any other town on the mainland, while 
there is a pfrosperous seaport like Victoria 
just beyond!' This is the capital and 
metropolis, and will over attract the bulk 
of the trade and travel of the C. P. II. 
Victoria is already the terminus of the 
Northern Pacific, and its trade by water 
is well established and increasing. Let 
us, then, work for the advancement of 
Vancouver Island as well as of the whole 
proriiide.

Mr. Justioo >[ouKsoan, late preinior of 
Quebec, in being "invcstigati-d" on chargfis 
of corruption. Ke is acc u.st il of having av- 
cepted a bribe from a contractor for certain 
public works. The accusation is that in 
consideration of getting a eoutiact from the 
Quebec governnieut Mr. Charlebois agreed 
to pay and did pay $10,000 to Premier 
Monsseaii, ;Mr..' I^_eBeaufort, the premier's 
brotltar-in-law, and to Mr. Bergeron, M P. 
Mr. CharloboiB has admitted paying out 
about SC.OOO, part to Mr. Bergeron, but for 
"professional servicea," and part to Mr. 
DeBeanfort in coiiKiderntiim of his '_'in(hi- 
enoo" in securing the coutrai^t. The pay- 
jiieuts to Mr. Uert^eron, which appear to 
bave been in snniU amounts, may have been 
for services which lawyerH are fruciuently 
colled upon to render to their clients. The 
pfiymeutH to Jblr. DeBeauiort seem to have 
been made in the belief that he hnd really 
been of service in securing the contract. 
The disfliitcd point is as to the monies, if 
any, paid by Mr.. Charlebois to Mr. Mous- 
aeau or on his account, personal or politi- 
cal, and it is arouud thin point that all the 
interest centres. Did the iireniier of 
Quebec soil hi.s iniluoiico to a contractor for 
amy portion of the $10,000 or for any other 
mbnies. . But another (luestiou rines in this 
Annexion. Wns Mr. MouHscau's inilueuce 
sold by anybody elscy Were tliere jjarties 
■who' influenced ilr. MonsHcnu, and after- 
wards recoi'ved monies from Mr. Charlebois 
to expend on .Mr. Monsseaa's behalf? 
Again:: 'Mr; Charlebois was a political op- 
ponent of Mr. ilouKseau. It in alleged and 
believed that after he i-ecoived tho contract 
ho subscribed large .sums to the election of 
Jlr. Mou.s.scau, a fact which would give 
color. to the charge made, a charge based 
upon the'c6ViiproniiKiug documents held by 
Mr. DeBcjiufort, and upon the statements 
made by Mr. DeBeanfort hiniself. The 
quf^lipu is, _why did a political opponent 
Ulf£e}^\)^^aa ii^torBSt m Mr, Mousseau's 
elecnonif-lhe 'bad only received justice at 
the hands <of' the government in the matter 
ol'tha',cpntract, 'if there was no understand- 
ing that lie was to expend a portion of the 
contract monies in the election, .or if he did 
not believe he was advancing his pecuniary 
interests us a contractor with Mr. iMou.s- 
scau or the government or with friends of 
Mr. MouHseau who were influenced to help 
a contractor'/ A majority of tho commis- 
aioners being p.-irtisans.pf.the Judge refused 
to allow the following quostioh to be put to 
ilj, i^h'^'l^bois : , . \ 

•'Are Yte: to; understand by yonr answers 
to the preceding questions that you have 
not at any time since obtaining the con- 
tract for tho erection of the parliament 
buildings at Quebec, paid sums of money 
in any considerable amount to !Mr. Mons- 
seau or to his account, either for or in cou- 
nectiou with his elections or in any other 
manner." 

The rofuaal in commented iijion unfavor- 
ably for the judge by tho liberal press, who 
filready pronounce thst it establishes the 
ilt of the acoussd. 



"Fair Play" Again. 

To THE Editor: — "Iiair PlajPi" who has 
of late frequently written to the Standard 
and made himself conspicuous in connec- 
tion with public school mutters, has ap- 
parently some cause to complain that tho 
teachers of .British Columbia should be 
passed over and the beat positions given 
to strangers, special reference being made 
to the appointment to tho New Westmin- 
ster schools of two principals, both from 
the province of New Brunswick. At the 
same time, if the trustees aim to import 
superior teaching talent with a view to 
elevate the status of tho profession in. this 
province, and succeed in their effort.s, few 
will deny that their ao'iion was justifiable 
and evenJaudfibleijr»t;j>T3^ 

Whether {lie conauot of the trustees bo 
censured or cominondod, we fail to see 
what connection tho government or the 
provincial secretary could have witli the 
transaction. As the law now stands and 
as it has stood for ye-.ira past, to the trus- 
tees of our public schools alone belongs 
the privilege of appointing teachers, and 
tho New Westminster trustees, in the ex- 
ercise of their prerogative on the present 
occaaion, have in no respect exceeded their 
powers; they have, in fact, only repeated 
that which has before been done in Vic- 
toria, both in the high and in tho public 
schools as well as in other places. 

Tho cause of "Fair Play's" constant 
carping at tho government, and especially 
at tho provincial secretary, i'a very well 
understood and appreciated; but it is be- 
coming so stale now that even tho Stand- 
ard must be tired of hiin. Tho provincial 
secretary ia no more responsible for tho 
appointment of teachers than any other 
member ofythe govarmi^iit'.is^ and no one 
knows this belter thikn tiio iniaerablo crea- 
ture who, with supreme conceit, styles 
himself ''Fair Play" is tho one who .should 
forever hold "his peaoe. Lot not teachori 
for a moment suppose that ho is animated 
by any friendly feelings either towards 
them or to wards the cause of education of 
which he professes to be t.he champion. 
He ia at the present moment at heart as 
much their enemy as ho wa.s in the past, 
when, invested with a little brief author- 
ity, he grossly injured and insulted them, 
a few favorites and sycophants excepted. 
Ho it was who, when in the profesaion, 
and before his elevation to the position 
which he filled with so little credit to him- 
self or benefit to the country, under tho 
shelter of a degree steadily resisted the 
examination of those teachers enjoying 
tho coemption which their degree confers, 
well knowing that he himsel| .would stand 
a poor chance of passing throdgh thu 
ordeal with credit, having to compete with 
superior men lossfavorably circumstanced, 
ilence how pitiably contemptible his at- 
tack upon the Now Westminster 3tatl"(]f 
principals. 

Revenge is sweet to "Fair Play," but 
let him '{eoQsolo himself in the reflection 
that he has in his time inflicted most seri- 
ous mischief upon such as he considered 
enemiea. We would counsel him to ilevote 
his energies in his new career to sumo 
worthy object, and forthwith endeavor to 
load a new kind of life. 

Thu assertion that the provincial secre- 
tary has ever interfered in the affairs of 
the public schools in the interests of his 
friends, is not only entirely destitute of 
truth, but "Fair Play," in making such an 
assertion is influenced by tho moac apito- 
fill and despicable motives. Tho insinu- 
ation that trustees would be cajoled into 
making appointments dictated by inter- 
ested parties, is a dastardly slander which, 
we have no doubt, these public-spiritea 
and intelligent gentlemen will treat with 
becoming contempt.

' Canada's; Brilliant Future. 

At a recent banquet iu London, "^jir 0. 
Tupper, in responding to a toast, rejoiced 
in the fact that atatesmeii and leading 
ijion of all parties in thia country had ar- 
civod at the sound and aatisfactory con- 
clusion that the greatest misfortune to 
Eiiglaiul would bo to shrink from tho 
maintenanc9,j. now and for ever, of the 
colonial empire. (Applause.) It would 
bo atrango, indeed, if these British is- 
lands, with all their inherent strength 
and all their local greatness, could, for 
oven a single moment, be inaenaiblo to 
thu importance of rotainiug by tho closest 
tie a great colonial empire which, exclu- 
sive of India, embraced Australasia, South 
Africa, the Dominion of Cauuda, and the 
other British dependencies, covering nu 
less than 7,000,000 S(|uaru miles, having 
a tnido of no K-s.-i tli.in £2-10,000,000 per 
annum, a wlute population of 10,000,000, 
und an amiual revenue of over i';!8,000,- 
000 sterling.

France rofuaed to consent to any diminu- 
tion of dividends payable under the law of 
liquidation plan which did not provide for 
neces.sary changes of financial policy. Tho 
French plan, Gladstone aaid, would pro- 
duce financial confusion in Egypt. Ho 
BSpreaaed the hope that the idea that tho 
govarniiiout had over proposed to consti- 
tute an international control similar to 
dual control might be alUugolher dis- 
missed. The conference has adjourned 
indefinitely and the government had no 
proposals to submit tn tho house. The 
.\nglo French agreement had ceased to be 
in force and England's responsibility in 
Egypt has been greatly iuoreased.
